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Estimates of Area and Yield of Principal Crops 

in India, 1916-17 


INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


The prcsonli issue is the nineteenth of the series and relates to the area and 
yield of tho principal crops for -which estimates were made in 1916-17. It is the 
fourth of the new series that was commenced in 1913-14. 

The periodical estimates or forecasts of certain oroj)s are compiled from Source nnd scope of 
local returns and issued by this Department. The general practice is to issue a 
preliminary forecast, a second estimate, and a third or final estimato— fuller and 
more inecise in data than tho two former forecasts. The dates prc.scribcd for 
the issue of tho forecasts by this Department arc given in Appendiii: III. 

The figures in tho tables in this volume are those given in the final forecasts. 

They show for the last ton 3 mars the area sown with, and the estimated yield of, 
rice, Avheat, sugarcane, tea,* cotton, jnle, linseed, rape and mustard, sesamnm, 
groundnut, and indigo. The rates of yield per aero of the-so crops in each 
of the last five years aresliown in tal)le No. 2, and tl\e normal yields per acre in 
table No. 3. 

Tlie estimates for these crops did not, especially in the earlier years of Gradual derelop- 
forecasts in India, relate to all the producing areas, hut only to those tracts 
where the respective crops werc_ grown on an extensive and commercial scale. 

Tracts of minor importance have been added gradually, as will bo seen from the 
fables and llie footnotes thereto. It should, therefore, he remembered that, owing 
to this gradual development, the estimates in tho forecasts for earlier yoai’s are not 
altogether strictly comparable with those for later years, as is the case with the 
agricultural statistics of British India, published in Volume I of Agricultural 
Statistics of India. The increase in this respect, hoAvever, between the year 
under report as against tho three prcA'ious years is so small as to he negligible and 
to afford a comparison of the estimates of the year (1916-17) with those of the 
three preceding years. At present tho estimates for cotton, wheat, and jute relate 
to all the tracts in India where these crops are grown to any extent, excluding 
certain unimportant outlying tracts, such ns Baluchistan, Kashmir, Nepal, and 
Sikkim. Dor other crops, however, tho estimates, though relating to all the 
British provinces where they arc grown to any considerable extent (excepting 
Burma in the case of sesamuin), still exclude the Native Stales, except those 
in the Bombay Presidency and the States of Hyderabad and Baroda in certain 
cases, Purther details regarding the reporting trnets are gh’^en in the paragraphs 
below, in ^footnotes to the tables, and in Appendix II on pages 23-26. It 
may he noted that, owing chiefly to causes already mentioned, the figures 
given in this volume do not agree in some instances until those in the Agricul- 
tural Statistics of India. 

Estimates, so far as available, for certain other staple crops, namely, barley, 
jawar, hajra, maize, and gram, have been shown in a supplementary table 
(No. 16), the figures being taken from the provincial Season and Crop Ileports 
or specially obtained from local authorities. 

The monsoon of 1916 was particularly good ; it arrived early and continued Lending features oi 
late, the distribution of rain being remarkably uniform. Thus there was ample 
moisture in the land for the maturing of the autumn crops and for providing ■ - 
a seed-bed for those crops which are harvested in the spring. The ivinter rains, 
notwithstanding the beneficial shoivers rccciv^ed in places during Pebruary, 
were nmoli below normal. Tho crop.s ivere generally hotter than those of 
] 916-16, except in regard to sugarcane and lea, and the outturn was above the 
average of the pre-war quinquennial period, except in regard to cotton, jute, and 
rape and musiard. Conditions AAuth regard to each crop are stated in the 
following paragraphs. Statistics of normal and actual rainfall are given in table 
No. 16.

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Eice. Eice is generally regarded as a 'crop, l)eing mainly harvested in . 

December and Janiiar}*^. It is somi in the months from May to August.* 
There are two olher varieties of comparatively small importance, namely, 
autumn rice and summer rice. Autumn ric,e is sown in May and June and 
harvested in September, and summer rico is sown in Januai-y and Eobruary and 
harvested in May and June. The provinces to which the estimates for rice now 
' relate arc 33engal, Bihar and Oris«a, Madras, Burma, the United Provinces, the 
Central Provinces and Berar, As&am, Bombay, Sind, and Coorg, These traejs 
comprise 99 per cent of the total rice arca'of British India. The only Native 
States for which estimates for rice are prepared arc those in the Bombay Presi- 
dency. The total area under rice in all these tracts in 1916-17 was reported as 

79.700.000 acres as compared with 78,105,000 acres in the preceding year. 

, Heavy lain and floods damaged the crop in Assam, Bombay, and tlio Central 

Provinces, and the autumn crop in Bengal and Bihar and Orissa, otherwise the 
season was, on the whole, favourable. Ibe total estimated yield was 34,079,000 
tons as against 32,831,000 tons in 1915-lG. To this figure should be added 
some 326,000 tons in respect of other British provincesf (containing about 

767.000 acres under rice), for which no forecasts are made. It may be noted 
that the estimates for 1916-17 of both area and yield arc the liighest on record. 

meat. ' 'Wheat, which is a mli (spring) crop in India, is sown from October to 

December and is harvested from Marcli to May. The provinces and states to 
which the estimates for this crop relate arc the Punjal), the North-West 
Prontier Province, the United Provinces, Ajmcr-Mcrwara, Ddhi, the Central 
Provinces and Berar, Bombay, Sind, Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, Central India, 
Eajputana, Hyderabad, and Mysore. These, tracts contain practically the 
whole of the area under wheat in ‘India, llic toial area under wheat in 
1916-17 was reported to bo 32,910,000 acres, which exceeds the area of the 
preceding year by 2,620,000 acres or 9 per cent. The condition of the crop 
was good except in parts of the unirrigated areas in ibc Punjab and Delhi. 
The imsottled weather in April and May slightly alfeclcd the quality'’of the 
crop and caused some discolouration of the grain^in Northern and Central 
India. The total estimated yield was 10,158,000 tons, which is above the 
yield of 1916-lC by 1,606,000 tons or 17 per cent. As in the case of rice, the 
figures for 1916-17 for wheat also arc the liighest on record. An addition of 
some 136,000 tons should he made to the estimated yield in respect of otlier 
^ tracts| (containing about 442,000 acres under wheat), for which no reports are 

made. 

Sogaicnne. The sugai’cane crop is planted from Pehruaiy to May and is harvested from 

N ovemher to January. The provinces to which the reports on this crop relate are 
the United Provinces, Bihar and Orissa, Bengal, Assam, the Punjab, "the North- 
West Prontier Province, Bombay (including Sind), Madras, and the Central 
Provinces and Berar. Those tracts contain 99 per cent of tlic total area under 
sugarcane in British India. Eoports are also received from the Native States 
in the Bombay Presidency (including the Baroda State). No report is received 
from any other Native State. The total reported area (2,414,000 acres) under 
sugarcane in 1916-17 was 1 per cent above that of the preceding year. The 
crop was good except in certain parts of the United Proi'iuces and Bengal, 
where it was damaged to some extent by excessive rainfall and floods. The 
estimated yield (2,626,000 tonsl was slightly below the final figure (2,634,000 
tons)* of the preceding year. To this figure should be added ajjproximately 25,000 
tons in respect of other British provincGs§, for which no separate estimates are 
made. 

Tea- The provinces where tea is grown are Assam, Bengal, Madras, the United 

Provinces, the Punjab, Bihar and Orissa, Burma, and the State of Travancore. 
The total area under tea in 1916 was reported to be 651,200 acres, which is 2’6 
per cent greater than that in the preceding year. Conditions at the beginning 
of the season were somewhat disappointing, and it was not until the season had 
considerably advanced that the weather became favourable ' for its growth. 
Exceptionally good yields were obtained from all districts, except Oachar and

Indigo. 


India. Eeports are also received from the States of Hyderabad and Baroda 
and from the States in the Bombay Presidency. No report is received from 
any other Native State. The total area nnder rape and mustard reported by all 
the reporting tracts in 1916-37 "vras 0^44.0,000 acres, as against 0,437,000 acres 
ill the jireceding year. The crop tos generally good excent in Assam where 
it suffered through drought. The total estimated yield (1,181,000 tons) was 
7 por cent above the final figure of the preceding year. To this figure should 
be added some 9,000 tons in respect of other British provinces, for which no 
reports are made. 

Sesamum is mainly a Mari/ (autumn) crop, being generally sown from May 
to July and harvested from October to December ; but in parts of Southern India 
sowing continues till September or October and harvesting till March or April. 
A raU or summer variety is also grown in certain tracts ; this is sown in January 
and Pebruary and is harvested in May to July. The province.s to which the 
estimates for scsamiim relate are the Central Provinces and Berar, Bombay, 
Sind, Madras, the United Provinces, Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, the Punjab, and 
Ajmer-Menvara. Tlieso iincis contain about 78 per cent of the total area under 
sGsamnm in British India. Reports are also received from the Native States of 
Hyderabad and Baroda and tho'je in the Bombay Presidency. No report is 
received from any other Native State or from Burma. Tlic total reported area 
under sesamum in 193 0-17 was 5,01 5,000 acres against 6,108,000 acres in the 
preceding year. ncat 7 and continuous rain in September and October adverse- 
ly affected the crop in ahnosi all the important sesnmum-growing provinces, 
particularly in the Central Provinces and Berav, Bengal, and in certain parts 
of the United Proriuecs and the Bombay Presidency. The early crop of Bengal 
suffered through a deficiency of rainfall at the beginning of the season. The 
total estimated yield was 193,000 tons as against 482,000 tons in 3915-16, an 
increase of 2 per cent. An addition of approximately 23 per cent or 113,000 tons 
should be made to tin’s figure in rcspccl of other British provincesf (c 9 ntaming 
an aggregate area of about 1,150,000 acres under sesamum), for which no reports 
are made. 

The groundnut crop is sown from May to August and is harvested -from 
November to January. Tlie provinces to ivhich the estimates for this crop 
relate arc Madras, Bombay (including Native States), and Burma, these being 
the provinces where groundnut is grown to a considerable extent, The total 
area under groundnut iu these three provinces in 1910-17 was reported as 
2,317,000 acres, which is 38 per cent more than the figm’C of the preceding 
year, the estimated yield (1,147,000 tons) being 8 per cent in excess of last 
year’s. Tlic crop was damaged by the abnormally heavy rains, especially in the 
Carnatic (Madras) and in some places of the Bombay Deccan. 

The indigo crop is sown from Pchruary to July and is harvested from August 
to November. The provinces to wliioh the estimates for indigo relate are 
Bihar and Orissa, Bengal, the United Province.':, the Punjab, Madras, Bombay, 
and Sind. These tracts contain practically the whole area under indigo in 
British India. No report is received from any Native State, except the State 
of Nhairpur in Sind. The total reported area (756,400 acres') in 1916-17 was 
114 per cent greater than that of the preceding year. The season was not, on 
' the Avhole, favourable for the crop, except iu the Punjab, Bombay, and Sind. 
Heavy rainfall and floods adversely affected the crop in the United Provinces 
and in purls of Biliar and Orissa and Madras.^' The total estimated yield 
of dye was 95,500 cwt.'s, which was greater than the figure of the preceding year 
by 73 per cent.

• ' METHOD OP PEAlSriNG ESTIMATES OF CROPS 

There are three factors nccestsary for fi’aminw an estimate of outturn, namely, the area’ 
the standard normal outturn per acre, and the fraction representing the relation of the crop 
reported on to the normal crop per acre. 

As regards area, there exists in the villages of most provinces an agency capable of 
reporting tho acreage of crops with great accuracy, wherever the iiclds have be’en mapped and 
surveyed. The tracts, for which statistics arc ordinarily not obtainable, arc yearly diminishing in 
extent; but owing to the absence of maps or tlie non-existence of trained village establish- 
ments they' still represent a considerable aggregate area. These tracts consist chiefly of 
pbrmanenily settled estates, lauds held on privileged tenure, and ihisurveycd areas. For these 
tracts the acreage as well as the' outturn cannot be more than a rough estimate. Such esti- 
mates of areas, once framed, are liable to become stereotyped and repeated year after year 
without regsird to the influence of exceptional seasons or chaiiges in tho economic condition of 
the tracts. In order to prevent this, provision has been made for the annual revision of 
these area estimates by careful comparison with the conditions prevailing ip^ tlioso adjoining 
areas of a similar characterTor which accurate information is available, and by means of such 
special enquiries as may be poRsible. 

In dealing with the calculation of the areas under crops, two olber matters demand con- 
sideration, namely, (1) whether the area returned should he the area sown 'or that successfullT 
cropped, and (2) whether, when the forecast crop is sown mixed witli other crops, it is prefer- 
able that the total area covered by tho mixed crops should he exhibited, or that such area only 
should he shown as is eslimatei to represent the acreage covered by the forecast crop only. As 
regards (1), the general rule is that the returns should exhibit tho areas actually soiyn. whether 
the crop comes to maturity or not, the principle underlying this rule being that the failure of 
crop should affect not its area, but its outturn. An exception to this rule is, however, 
made when fields, owing to the failure of the first sowings, have been devoted to other crops. 
In this case the area first sown with the forecast crop may be omitted. As to (2), the areas 
covered by the several crops in a mixed field are estimated* in various ways in the different 
provinces, and the estimates arc based on formulas prescribed by the provincial authorities in indi- 
vidual cases, os it Hasmot been found practicable to prescribe one uniform method of calculation. 
For purposes of the forecasts^the area to be returned must be the area covered by the 
forecast crop, exclusive of the area covered by the other crops with whicli it is mixed. ^ 

Next with regard to the standard normal outturn. A normal crop may be defined as "that 
crop which past experience has shown to be the most generally recurring crop in a series of 
'years; the typical crop of the local ai*e.i ; the crop which the cultivator has a right (as it were) 
to expect, and with which he is (or should he) content, while if he gets more he has reason to 
rejoice, and if less he has reason to complain ; or in other words, it is the " figure which in 
existing circumstances might bo expected /to bo attained in the year if the rainfall and 
seasons were of a character ordinary for the tract under consideration, that is, neither very 
favourahlb nor the reverse."" Briefly, it is stated to be “ the average yield on average 
soil in a year of average character."'^ This normal or average yield will not necessa- 
rily correspond with the average of a series of years' figures, which is an arithmetical average. 
The Agricultural Department in each province maintains a statement of the normal or 
average yield per .acre of land of average quality (under tho t"wo major heads of irrigated and 
unirrigated laud) for the several crops 'in each district. In order to test the accuracy of these 
standards of normal or avk'age yield and to revise them, if necessary, a system of crop- 
cutting experiments is in force in all the provinces. Under this system plots of land of average 
quality are selected and the crops grown* on them are cut and weighed in the presence of 
responsible officers of the District staff or of the Provincial Agricultural Department. These 
experiments have to be carried out every year in respect of all the principal crops, and in ac- 
cordance with rules specially framed by the several provincial avithorities. The results of the 
experiments are reported to the head of the provincial Agricultural Department, who on a 
careful scrutiny of all the reports received by him, and after such further in vestigations as be 
may deem necessary, revises or verifies the standards previously adopted for the districts or 
the province. This revision is ordinarily made once in five years. 

- The third factor — the fraction, representing the relation of the crop reported on to the 
normal crop per acre — is what is known as the "anna estimate"" or tho "percentage estimate." 
In many parts of India the cultivators estimate the crop ontWoi in annas or sixteenths, as 
there are sixfeen annas in a rupee. They take a certain number of annas to represent the 
normal outturn, and estimate the outturn of tho year of report as so many annas higher or lower 
than that normal. Bnt in some tracts sixteen annas express a bumper ci'op, while in others 
the same term exiiresses a normal crop, and the number of annas taken to represent a nornial 
outturn varies between 12 and IG.' Consequently the anna estimate of one tract is not always 
amenable to comparison or combination with that of another tract. The percentage estimate is 
the American system under which 100 is taken to denote a normal crop and the estimated 
outturn of the year of report is stated as a percentage of that crop. In 1807 a question 
arose as to whether the anna notation or the Amerioan notation should he used in making crop 
estimates, and it was strongly urged upon the Government of India that as the cultivators and 
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villago oflioers entrnsted wiili the duty of colleofing data for crop reports were mostly 
accustomed to the Indian system, t.e., the anna notation, the adoption of any other system 
would tend to Sonfuse the estimate. Local Governments and Administrations were, therefore, 
permitted to adopt such scale of notation as might be suited to local conditions, the object being 
- to secure that the returns should be in terms of a normal crop. But since the anna standard 
thus adopted would not possess any fixed or uniform value, it was laid down that in published 
forecasts the anna notation should not be used, the American notation being used in its stead, t.e., 
100 being taken to represent a normal crop and tbe estimated outturn being stated as a 
percentage of that crop, and the conversion of tbe anna estimate into the percentage estimate 
being made either by the district officer or by the provincial antborities. , 

When these three factors have been determined, they are multiplied into each other to 
arrive at the required quantitative estimate of outturn. Thus, if the area he 60,000 acres, 
the standard of normal outturn 600 lbs per acre, and tbe percentage estimate 80, tbe required 
quantitative estimate would be 60,000 500 x .^=S4',000,000 lbs. 

The question of improving the method of framing estimates of onttiun is now under 
the consideration of the Government of India. 
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APPENDIX II 

■ METHODS OF COLLECTING THE STATISTICS PROVINCE RY PROVINCE 

TJie estimate? prepared bj tlie Ujiiled Provinces include all tbe diElriets o£ ilie province, rmtlawt, 
except Altnora and Garliwal, for 'which the required particulars are not available n? no regular (fotaUnitUBW «tM 
village papers are kept up by j'ff/warff (village accountant si in these two districts. The area '*’** 
is taken from the crop statement? based on ficld-to-field inspections, which are compiled by 
piiftrartt and cheeked by higher revenue officers. The estimate? of the standard viclil are ha«cd 
on the results ascertained from crop-cutting experiments conducted annually in sefcclcd districts. 

The standards, which are separate for irrigated and nnirrigated crops, are revised every fn*e years 
on .a consideration of the result? of crop-cutting experiments, and aie applied to tho condition 
of the crops reported Ly dfstriet officers and selected land-holders whose number exceeds six 
hundred. 

In the Madras Presidency, the estimates relate to all districts in which the respective jradras, 
crops arc grown. Approximately two-thirds of the cultivated land in the Presidency isfi^t'iicoUWRtedaKa 
Government or raiyatioari lanA, and has been carefully surveyed. All the village officers therein !*M*l,000«etti.) 
are appointed and controlled by Government offioials. In the ordinarj* course of his work 
the village accountant sends every month to the Revenue Inspector (the officer in charge of a 
group of villages varying in number) a detailed statemontof the sowings in his village. For 
those crops for which forecasts are prepared, the Revenue Inspector, who is himself a touring 
officer, reports to his Tahsildar, the area in his range under that crop, with his estimates of tho 
average yield expressed in so many annas of the normal crop, when outturns are required. The 
Tahildar consolidates all these lignre.s and reports the total direct to the Director 
of Agricnltnre wdlli, in the case of outturn, his estimated yield (also expro.s?ed in annas of tho 
normal) . The remaining third of the Presidency is catnitidari (consisting of large proprlolary 
estates), of which only a part has been accurately sniweyed, and for which somewhat similar 
returns are prepared and dealt w'ith accordingly. In other cases the Tahsildar or Deputy 
Tahsildar estimates the area and yield as ■n-ell as he can from his own knowledge, and from 
reports of the estate officials. The figures for these zamindart areas are included but shown 
separately in the reports sent by the Tahsildars to the Provincial Director of Agriculture. The 
, Native States of Pudukkotfai and Banganapalle send similar reports direct to tho Director 
for cotton only. No other Native Stale in the Presidency prepare? any crop forecast. Thus 
for each foi'coastvetuni 2'32 separate reports are received in the Director's office, where they 
are scrutinized and tabulated, jllore accurate figm-cs of areas cultivated are obtainable at the 
end of the year after all the village accounts have been checked. These figures are published 
later in tho provincial Season and Crop Report. The figures reported by Tahsildars in their 
finiil ioi’ccasts— particularly those from zamindari areas— arc checked by a comparison with tho 
forecast reports and the Season and Crop reports of previous years and the returns from neigh- 
bouring Government areas, and thus nn attempt is made to rectify obviously inaccurate report- 
ing. Standard rales of outturn have been determined for each crop on a considemtion of tho 
^ latest crop-cutting experiments and of the results on the Government farms. Tho Director 
checks the rate of yield reported by Tahsildars by estimates received from his subordinate officers 
and from non-officials iuteresled in a particular crop. 

The estimates for the Bombay Presidency include all British districts and Native States nomliiy and Sind 
wliere tho respective crops are grown to any extent. In the British (listriots of the Presidency (Total cnltlvoted 
proper the area under different crop? is ascertained in the first ihstanoe by village officers and .00,077,000 

recorded in village returns, which are checked h}’ circle inspectors and other revenue officers, 
and compiled by the former for their circles .md then for the tahiha. The ialuta figures aro 
totalled up for each district in tho office of the Director of Agriculture of the province. For 
Sind this work is done by local officers, and the Director receives district-by-distrlct figures. 

Tlie information received is for villages for which regular statistics aro available, the propor- 
tion of reporting area being 91*4 per cent in the Presidency 'proper and 90'G per cent in Sind. 

From 1909-10, however, estimates for the non-reporting areas have been made so far as 
pos?ible and included in the table. In the case of Native Stales the acreage is estimated on 
tho best local data available. The approximate numerical strength of the reporting agency 
is ISS in the Presidency proper, GO in Sind, and 33 in the Native States. No standard of 
yield has yet been fixed. Local estimates of crop condition arc ccnverled to quantitative 
figures on the basis of a formula showing the average yield of crops, which lias been adopted 
provisionally. This fonmila is now being revised, the revision being based on the ascertain- 
ment of actual yield in different parts of the Presidency by careful local enquiry by officers 
of the provincial Agricultunil Department, who. aro tabulating the results and comparing 
thein-for the pm*pose. The unit of area in Hie formula is the district, and dry and irrigated 
cro]w .are separately dealt with. Each year's estimate of the condition of crops i.? prepared by 
the mmhdan (or mahaUaris where the talnka is sub-divided) from notes which they make 
and from reports from village accountants and circle inspectors. The estimate is sent direct 
to the Director of Agriculture, who, in the light of the general prospects of the season, make? 
tho quantitative calculations. For Sind there are no foimnlie, and all the necessary 
infor mation is obtained from the district officers in the form of estimates on the basis of twelve

respective crops are grown. Survey and settlement operations have been completed in all 
2 ,u/4,uoo acres.) digtriots except three, and in these districts the settlement ligures serve as a check on the 
estimates of acreage based on the information furnisbcd by the police. In the absence of any 
revenue agency in the province, the figm-es ar6 based mainly on Trough approximate estimates 
made by district oDicers, and are more or less conjectural The district ottioera obtain inform- 
ation from the sub-divisional officers through the agency of the police. In the distn’et of 
Samhalpur, the acreages under crops are revised annually by the Land Becords staff by field- 
to-field inspection. The system of making crop-cutting tests, as in other provinces, over a 
' series of areas and seasons for the .ascertainment of sbindards of yield has been in force in the 
districts of this province for some twenly-threc years, but sufficiently trustworthy figures of yield 
have not yet been obtained from these tests to enable Government to accept them as standards.' 
The estimates, therefore, of yield given in the forecasts are based on standards adopted-provision- 
allyby the provincial Department of Agriculture oil the Lasis of information obtained from 
other sources.

, ■ conjectural. The district, officerfi obtain information fiom the sub-divisional officers 
through the agency of the police. The system of making crop-cutting experiments, as in 
other provinces, over a series of areas and seasons for the ascertainment of standards of' yield 
has been in force in Bong.al for the last twenty-two years, but sufficiently trustworthy figures' ‘ 
of yield for all the evops have not yet been obtained. The quantitative estimates; therefore, 
of yield given in the forecasts are based on standards provisionally adopted. In the case of 
rice, jute, and sugarcane the standard mles of yield are those arrived at from crop-cutting 
experiments. " 


Province* The estimates for the Cential Provinces and Bcmr relate to all the British districts of the 
(Totd*”nltivnlca Province in which the respectivo crops reiiorlod on are grorni. As regards the Native States 
area 26 , 001,000 of the ..province, repoils on wheat only are furnished by the two States of Khairagarh and 
norcB.l Naiidgaon. No information is available for any other State. The figures of acreage for cotton, 

scsamum,rice, and sugarcane are estimates based on reports furnisbcd by the local officials of the 
Land Records staff. The figures for wheat and linseed represent the actual areas sown with these 
crops as disclosed by field-io-ficid Inspection by patmiris. The reporting agency consists of 
2.S5 revonuo inspectors with, on an aveiago, 22 jHiUoam working under each inspector. Each 
iaJtsU has usually 4 revenue inspectors. Standards of outturn were framed for e.ach crop 
from the results of crop-cutting experiments on selected fields under the supervision of 
responsible and selected officials during tho years 1881-85 to 1887-88. These standards have ‘ 
been revised from time to lime on the basis of the results of crop-cutting experiments since 
made, the last revision having Imea ro.adc in 1912. The yield expressed by the people in 
• terms of annas in the rupee is converted into percentages, 13*8 annas, .or a normal crop, 
being taken to bo equal to lOU. Afiill crop or IG annas is denoted by 120, .and a bumper 
' crop'or 20 annas by 150. All deductions based on the 6tand.ards are made by the provincial 

Director of Land Records .and Sctlicmcnts from the year's fibres furnished by the district 
officers, who are supposed to bear in mind the standards when estimating the yield of 
the season. 


Faajal}. The estimates for the Punjab relate to all the British districts in which the respective 

(Total cDltlvntoil crops are grown. As regards the Native States of the province, reports on wheat and cotton 
acres! are furnished by all the States in which the two crops are grown to any considerable extent. 

No estimates for any other ’crop aie picpnred by any Native State. The figures of area for all 
the British districts up to 1912-13 were based on actual nieasurcmenis by the village revenue 
staff. Estimates of yield wore rccoided by district' officers after personal enquiry from 
■ V iatsildars and leading agriculturists. Tho total number of agriculturists consulted by the 
district officers and iahsildan must amount to several thousands. From 191 S-ld-, however, 

V this melbod is followed only in districts in which the respective crops are grown to a consider- 
.able extent. For other districts the provincial Director of Land Records prepares conventional 
forecasts based on the actual average area figures for the previous five years, and an assumed 
average outturn as determined by him to meet the character of the b.arvest. 

Bwmn. _ rplje estimates for Burma relate to all the districts of the province in which the respective 

am''' 1*4 reported on are grown. Tlie figures for the disf^iols in which the crops are grown to a 

BCIC 9 .) ' ’ considerable extent are based on regular reports, furnished by district offioere, ‘while those for 
the remaiuing districts are based on rough estimates prepared by the Commissioner of Settle- 
ments and Laud Records. For the districts from which regular reports are received, ^e figures 
of area are obtained from the assessment rolls prepared by revenue suiv^ors. Thu original . 
information about the yield is obtained from township officers, inspectors of Laud Records, and 
' from the more important of the Laud RcvemieBubordinate officers. In this way the estimate 

of each district is based on the information furnished by some thirty or more persons. The 
figures of both area and yield aie tabulated by the Superintendent of Land Records and 
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cbeokod by tbc Distrloi. Oiliccr. The CommiBsioner oC Settlemeute and Land Eeooi'ds.conipares 
the estimated yield with a standard representing the normal yield, which was fixed after an 
extensive scries of experimental crop-cuttings by settlement officers. 

The estimates for Assam relate to all the districts in which the respective crops reported on Aesam. 
are gro\vn to any extent, exoluding some of the unimportant hill districts in certain cases. The (’’’'•tni ouitiviiM 
information is received from district officers, who in their turn' obtain figures from the district ^ 

Land Eecords staffs in the case of the temporarily-settled ni'oas and from zamindars~in the case 
of the permanently-settled portion of Goalpara. In the permanently settled part of Sylhet the 
figures foi''jute are tho.se submitted after actual inspection by the village clmiTcidar paneliaijats, 
and for tea those reported bj' the g.arden managers, while for all other crops estimates have 
been framed by tlip distuot officer from the actual areas in the temporarily settled parts 
applied, on the basis of population, to the rest of the district. Tho figures are checked 
only in tho temporarily settled tracts by the circle Suh-Doputy Oollcotors ; in tho permanently 
settled districts of Sylhet and Goalpara there is no valid cheolc at nil. The estimates of 
outturn arc based on the normal yield obtained from the results of crop-cutting experiments. 


The estimates for the North-West Frontier Province relate to all the districts of the west Pronliop 
province in which the respective crops reported on are grown, including the Tochi agency Province, 
in the case of wheat, cotton, -and sug.avc.ane, and tho Kurr.am agency in the case of wheat 
and cotton. Tho figures of area are based on actual measurements m.ade by the pakoam ' ’ 

in their field-to-field inspection at each harvest. They are further checked by higher revenue 
officers. The estimates of the standard yield are based principally on data derived from a 
large number of crop-cutting experiments made during the progress of settlement operations. 

They were framed for each assessment circle, which is tho nnit of area, and separately for 
lands irrigated by canals, by 'wells, for alluvial (sailali) lands, and for lands ehtiroly 
dependent on rain. Tho standards are applied to the estimates of condition of crops received 
from the district officers, avho frame their estimates in consultation with local agriculturists. 

Tho oxact uumher of agriculturists consulted by the district officers is not .available, but it 
must uecessarily be aoreral hundreds. 

The estimates for Ajmer-Morwara relate to tho whole of the district. So far as klialsa,'^ Ajmer-MoTWnm. 
jaffir, and minor uiamrari villages arc concerned, tho patmri is responsible for making (ToW cniilvaicd 
fiold-to-field inspections of every village in his circle at each harvest. Those inspections 31G,000 

commence on Ist September for tho autumn harvest and on Ist Fobruary for the spring * 
harvest. The pakoari notes down tho results of his local iiujumcs and inspections in his 
field book. A certain percentage of tlio entries made by the palmrt is checked and 
corrected, when necessary, by tho giriawar or hnungo, who also inspects the crops at each 
Imrvcst. The tahsil officers further test a certain number of entries, and the sub-divisional 
officer also makes a general inspection of crops at each harvest. As soon as the inspection 
of the harvest ia complete an abstract statement of aiea and outturn is compiled separately 
for each girdawar's circle and tahsil, and these slalemcuts are then consolidated for the 
three sub-mvisions in tho district office. An assumed normal outturn per aero for each 
crop has been fixed at sctllcmcnt. Crop estimates arc annually made by the revenue officers 
and tho results recorded. These sets of figures give a useful check on the outturn estimates 
made by the pakoaris. Tho exact area sown in the sub-divisions is obtained from the 
abstract statements. In the large istamrari estates tbc prepamtlou of the field books is done 
by tbo estate officials. These field hooks contain fairly accurate information in regard to 
wheat, tho outturn of- which in raauuds is generally appraised for tho purpose of payment of 
tho cultivators’ rent ; but ns regards cotton and sesamum tho figures are conjectural, as no 
crop-cutting experiments are made, the rents being charged in cash. Tho Government agency 
does not supervise the collection of figures in large istamrari estates. 


The estimates for rice furnished by Georg are based on the wsuUs of annual crop 


inspections and exporiracuts. Crop inspections aro made by each shanbog for his circle under 
the supervision of the parpattigar and the debiilcd particulars entered in tho ciop inspection 
registers and summarised in tho crop abstracts, tho totals of which aro compiled in tho office 
of the Deputy Director, Land Kcoords aud Agriculture. About oO crop experiments aro 
ooudneted annually by subordinates of the llovomic Department and siihcdurs [iahildars) 
aud also u few by tho Deputy Director of Laud Kecords and Agriculture, in whose office the 
estimates of yield, given in tho forecast, are calcnlnicd on the basis of the average for tho 
province.

Tn the Central India Slates estimates are framed for wheat and cotton. • The methods Coulnil India, 
differ with different States. In most States the acreugo returns aro prepared by Uthsils from 
tho field measmt^monis of tho pakoaris and then compiled for the whole State. In some 
cases tho outturn estimates are similarly compiled after check on tho spot by the higher revenue 
officials in consultation with the cultivators ; in others they are merely an approximation from 
the acreage figures ; in a few States fields are selected in the different circles as bcaiiug au , 

average yield, tho crop is cut and weighed, the outturn for the circle is calculated from tho 
result, aud tho totals of the circles form the icturn for the State. Finally, each Political 
Agent compiles tbo returns of the Stnte.s in his political charge into an Agency return, each 
of which is shown separately in the return for Central India.

The estimates furnished by the Mysore State relate to all the districts of the State 



(16 annas being taken for a normal or 100 per cent crop) from which the total yield is 
determined by rofeience to the standard normal outturn per acre fixed for each taluk. The 
figures are finally scrutinized and consolidated in the Rovenuo Commissioner’s office.
